

Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) provides weekly 
production estimates of U.S. coal by State, as well as 
supplementary data which are published twice a 
month. Supplement 1 usually includes monthly statis- 
tics on U.S. coal production and aggregated annual 
liistorical data on coal supply and demand, consump- 
tion, stocks, imports, and exports. Supplement 2 usually 
contains monthly data covering electric utility coal 
consumption, stocks, and receipts; and coal imports 
and exports. 

This publication is prepared by the Coat Division; Of- 
fice of Coal, Nuclear, Electric and Alternate Fuels; 
Energy Information Administration (BIA) to fulfill its 


data collection and dissemination responsibilities as 
specified in the Federal Energy Administration Act of 
1974 (P.L. 93-275) as amended. Weekly Coal Production 
is intended for use by industry, press. State and local 
governments, and consumers. Other publiontioris that 
may be of interest arc the quarterly Coal Distribution 
Report, the Quarterly Coal Report, Coal Production 
1986, and Coal Data: A Reference,

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U,S. coal production in the week ended June 18, 1988, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administra- 
tion, totaled 17.9 million short tons. Tliis was 0.8 per- 
cent higher than production in both the previous week 
and in the the corresponding week of 1987. 

This report contains additional data on electric utility 
coal receipts, stocks and consumption, as well as on 
U.S. coal and coke exports and imports for March and 
April 1988. Some of the highlights of those data are 
summarized here. 

For the first four months of 1988, coal consumption at 
electric utilties totaled 241.6 million short tons, 8,7 per- 
cent higlier than in the same period of 1987. Stocks of 
utility coal at the end of April 1988 were virtually the 
same as those a year earlier. Receipts of utility coal 
totaled 58,8 million short tons in March 1988, 4,0 per- 
cent loighcr than in February. The price of coal deliv- 
ered to electric utilities in March 1988 averaged 149.4 
cents per million Btu, 0.4 percent more than in Febru- 
ary, 

U.S, coal exports from January tlirough April 1988 
totaled 25.0 million short tons, 9.6 percent more than 
in the same period of 1987. The price of coal exports 
averaged $42.19 per short ton, $2.45 per ton (5.5 per- 
cent) less than in the comparable period of 1987. The 


three principal destinations among the 38 countries 
that received U.S. coal in the first four months of 1987 
were Japan (5.4 million short tons), Italy (3.5 million 
short tons), and Belgium and Luxembourg (2.0 million 
short tons). Together, they accounted for 414 percent 
of the told. 

U.S. coal imports from January througli April 1988 
totaled 648,783 short tons, 15.8 percent higlier than the 
amount imported in the comparable period of 1987. 
Coal was imported at an average price of $28.66 per 
short ton, a drop from $33,29 per short ton in the first 
four months of 1987. The cliief sources of imported 
coal were Colombia (47.3 percent) and Canada (38.0 
percent). 

U.S. coke exports from January through April 1988 
amounted to 196,522 short tons, 1.0 percent more than 
a year earlier. The price averaged $83.32 per short ton 
as compared with $88.43 per short ton in the same 
period of 1987. Canada and the Philippines were the 
chief destinations. U.S. coke imports from January 
tlirough April totaled 796,081 short tons, more than 
five times the tonnage received in the same period of 
1987. Averaging $69,85 per short ton, the price was 
42.7 percent higlier than in the January through April 
period of 1987. Most of the coke was imported from 
Japan (41.6 percent) and Australia (33.6 percent),
